LUXOR, Egypt, March 23.—‘ In mis- 
sion work, as well asin every phase of 
human endeavor, including politics, I 
have no use for an ideal so lofty that 
it can only be taken out on Sunday to 
admire and is of no use on other days.’ 

This was one in a succession of epi- 
grams used by Col. Theodore Roosevelt 
in an address delivered to-day before the 
girls’ school of the American Mission 
at Luxor, which is a branch of the As- 
siut Mission, in which the people of 
the Middle West are especially interest- 
ed. Mr. Roosevelt and his wife drove 
to the school past the ruins of the Lux- 
or temple along a road flanked with 
people. Arriving at the school, over 
which an American flag floated, he was 
welcomed by the school. children, 
among the number being Americans, 
English, and Egyptians. 

“TI think it is coming to be realized 
everywhere,” Col. Roosevelt began 
‘after his introduction by President 
MecClenahan, formerly of Des Moines, 
and now head of the Assuit Mission, 
“that you cannot raise one part of 
humanity while neglecting the other 
part. It is idle to raise a man unless 
the woman is raised at the same time. 
Mission work is not worth calling such 
where the same effort is not made for 
the woman as for the man, and that ap- 
plies at home 2s well as abroad. The 
Y. M. C. A. was ineffective until there 
was also @ Y. W. C. A. 

Women Must Have Equal Chances. 

“It is not only a matter of simple 
duty but also of principle to see that 
the wives, mothers, and sisters have the 
same chance as the brothers, sons, and 
fathers. It is a matter of self-interest. 
A man cannot rise if the woman is a 
drag on him. There never was a race 
really great unless the woman rose as 
well as the man. 

“JT am pleased as an American to see 
the work being done in Egypt and the 
Soudan by men and women of my 
country. This kind of National 
umph gives cause for National rejoic- 
ing.

‘In the long run the fig tree is judged 
by the fact that it produces figs and 
not thistles.

Housewifery Is Important. 

“JT am pleased to notice in your curric- 
ulum that you are teaching not only 
academic subjects, but housewifery, 
cookery &c. You are avoiding an error 
into which Occidental civilization is the 
likeliest to fall. Tjhere is too much be- 
lief that education is purely a matter 
of books. I have met people with an 
excellent literary training whom I re- 
garded as wholly uneducated in the es- 
sentials of life, and on the other hand 
I have met men thoroughly versed in 
these essentials who were shaky in 
their spelling.” 

*Dducation must be practical. Book 
knowledge is not all you women must 
learn. Learn to cook and to keep 
house, but at the same time youemust 
have literary knowledge. Training your 
mind will enable you to take your prop- 
er places as counselors of families. I 
want to see education in Egypt—and 
this applies to the United States also— 
directed to making man able to care 
for himself and for those dependent 
upon him. I want to see your colleges 
turn out men not merely fitted to take 
Jovernment jobs, but who are good 
farmers and mechanics. Education 
must be a step not away from the 
farm but in the direction of the farm. 
The prosperity of every country will be 
reduced unless the essentials rest upon 
agriculture. 

“In the twentieth century the ten- 
dency is to talk more about rights than 
duties. Men know their rights by in- 
stinct. The difficulty is to train them 
to remember their duties. Whatever 
additionai duties a woman may have, 
the essentials begin with the home, and 
they must remain ‘there. They must 
primarily retain the qualities of good 
wives. No man is a good citizen in 
his country until he is a good citizen of 
his own household.’ 

Praises Medical Work. 

Mr. Roosevelt praised medical mission 
work, saying it is necessary to help 
the bodies as well as the souls. 

“A practical man without ideals,” he 
said, “is wu curse, and the greater his 
ability the greater a curse he is. The

GHICAGO, March 23.—That the East as 
well as the West is dissatisfied with the 
Aldrich tariff law is shown not only by 
the election on Tuesday of a Democrat 
to Congress by 5,640 majority In a Mas- 
sachusetts district which two years ago 
was Republican by 14,250, but also by 
the result of a poll made by The Chicago 
Tribune of the editors of Eastern Repup- 
lican newspapers. 

After the publication of its poll of the 
| Western States, which showed an over- 
whelming disapproval of the Aldrich law 
and the Cannon Speakership by Western 
Republican and Independent editors, the 
Tribune sent similar queries to the WBast- 
ern editors. The answers of the Eastern 
editors were received before the now his- 
toric revolt of the insurgents against 
Speaker Cannon.

In all he fired 
more than 100 shots. 

Even after a patrolman fired and struck 
him in the arm, Betheestill worked the 
automatic re rer.

Rifles and shotguns were pointed at the

be notified. The passenger had a ticket 
for New York, and is supposed to have 
boarded the train at Baltimore. The au- 
thorities to-nignt wired to the address 
given in the letter found on the body, but 
no reply has been received. 


Shooting Ties Up the Road. 

The battle furnished great excitement. 
Traffic over the road was tied up for an 
hour, but after the firemen had driven the 
man from the car the train proceeded to 
New York. 

Some of the passengers who witnessed 
the murder of the porter and conductor 
were of the opinion that the slayer was 
intoxicated. Still another theory ad- 
vanced was that he had planned to rok 
the train, though little stock is taken in 
this. 

The bodies of the conductor and the 
porter were removed from the car and 
sent to the Morgue. 

Wellman was a former resident of Wil- 
mington. 
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Porter Coleman Says Bethea Made 
Trouble from Time He Boarded Train. 


W'lliam Coleman, also a porter on the 
Pullman ‘ear Czarina, in which Bethea 
did. the shooting, arrived last night in 
Jersey City with the train. The car it- 
self had been left behind in Philadelphia, 
as it had been damaged badly by the 
volleys of shots fired at the man before 
he was brought down. Coleman said: 

‘“ RBethea got on the train. at Convent 
Street, Baltimore, and as soon as he ar- 
rived began to make trouble. First he 
quarreled with the train.crew, declaring 
that his seat was in the car behind the 
one he was in, and then grabbing at pas- 
sengers as they passed along the gang- 
way and entering into altercations.

Dodges Contradiction of Grady. 


The Superintendent read to him a pub- 
lic interview with Senator Grady in 
which the Senator declared that this bill 
was introduced in the interest of policy- 
holders to protect them by making the 
reinsurance company, when a part of a 
policy was farmed out by the company 
of the first instance, keep an adequate 
reserve against the policy thus taken. All 
of the insurance men who had been on 
the stand have been asked whether this 
Grady interview of a few days ago rep- 
resented a correct conception of what the 
bill actually provided, and all have ad- 


mitted wholly or in part that it did not. 
The same question was put up to Buck- 
ley, who declined to pass judgment on the 
bill, and made various excuses. 

“Well,” said Mr. Hotchkiss, finally, “if 
you want to dodge that question, go 
ahead.”” Then the Superintendent con- 
tinued: 

*“‘In conversation with me a little while 
ago in Albany, you said you did not 
know what a strike bill was. Do you 
know now?”

Payments Not Called Legal Expenses, 

Earlier in the day Mr. Hotchkiss had 
had as his witnesses Carl Sturham, the 
American manager of the Rossia Com- 
pany, and Carl Schreiner, the American 
manager of the Munich Reinsurance 
Company. There was a spirited contest 
between the Superintendent and Mr. Stur- 
ham over the services of Buckley in re- 
gard to the payments from 1904 to 1808, 
which have already been spoken of. In 
the course of this it appeared that not 
on had the voucher covering $5,000 of 
the $5,500 which Buckley got from the 
Rossia Company in 1X4, been sent to St. 
Petersburg and there lost, but that none 
of the money ever paid to Buckley had 
uppeared as legal expenses in the re- 
ports of the Rossia Company to the 
state Insurance Departinent. The $5,000 
of 1904 and the sums of $1,500 and §$2,00u 
in 1907 and 1908 were charged to organli- 
zation expenses, and Buckley’s annual 
retainer was charged to salary. 

Mr. Sturham could not give any more 
detailed account of Buckley’s services to 
the Rossia Company than could Buckley 
himself, although it appeared that Buck- 
ley had resigned as counsel very soon 
after the present investigation was 
started. 

Carl Schreiner, American manager of 
the Munich, whose company paid Buck- 
ley $1,500 specially in 1904 and an an- 
nual retainer of $500 in 1905, 1906, 107, 
and 1908, contributed the information that 
the returned check for $1,500 payrnent 
had not been found in the offices of his 
company. He said that Buckley had never 
done anything of value for the Munich 
Company, but could not state why Buck- 
ley’s employment had been continued un- 
der these circumstances. Mr. Schreiner 
insisted that Buckley was not employed 
in atiy Way to lobby for the Grady Re- 
insurance bill of 1904. 

The other witness yesterday was W. 
E. Hutchins, President of the North 
River Fire Insurance Company, and the 
controling interest in a group of five 
other fire insurance concerns. He was 
examined first about the $13,311 which 
Mr Kennedy spent in. connection with 
the insurance tax bill in 1901. His mem- 
ory was bad as to detail, but he did say 
in general that he thought payments to 
State politicians who had helped the fire 
interests were not improper, and that 
“anything given to the Republican Party 
which has always conserved the business 
interests of the country is a proper ex- 
penditure.’’ 

At the session to-day Mr. Kennedy will 
&O once more upon the witness stand and 
tell the name of the one other up-State 
Republican politician which he has re- 
called as participating in the $5,000 thanks 
offering of 1901. The name of George W. 
Aldridge of Rochesfer is already down as 
the recipient of $1,000 of this money, and 
Mr. Hotchkiss hopes that Mr. Kennedy 
may remember more than one other name 
by the time he reaches the stand at 11 
o'clock this morning. 

ALBANY, March 23.—Attention . was 
called here to-day to a bill introduced in 
1908 by Senator Cobb and Assemblyman 
Lowe to repeal the Grady insurance act 
passed in 1904.

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Col. Gruber Asks Who Else Gave 
Hughes the Club of Hercules

And Principles, Not Denunciations, the 
Best Weapons—Denounces Roose- 
velt and Lauds Taft. 





Lloyd C. Griscom, the new Chairman of 
the Republican County Committee, visited 
the West Side Republican Club at EKighty- 
third Street and Broadway last night, in 
the course of his journeying about town 
to get acquainted with the men of the or- 
ganization. He heard there what was 
declared to be one of the best defenses 
of machine rule ever presented at an oth- 
erwise uneventful love feast. 

The fireworks were set off by Abraham 
Gruber of the law firm of Olcott, Grubsr, 
Bonynge & McManus, of which ex-Gov. 
Black used to be the head. Col. Gruber, 
who leads the Seventeenth Assembly Dis- 
trict, igs one of the stanchest machine 
men in the city, a consistent anti-Hughes 
man in the heart of the Hughes strong- 
hold of the city. 7 

The upper west side neighborhood from 
which the club draws its membership is, 
in fact, the hotbed of Republican city 
politics. Vhere is a primary fight in each 
of the three districts, the Fifteenth, Sev- 
enteenth, and Nineteenth, every year. Gov. 
Hughes lives in the Fifteenth, and others 
in the three districts are Lemuel E. 
Quigg and Congressmen Bennet and Ol- 
cott. 

Assemblyman Bennett, one of the firm 
supporters of the Governor, is the leader 
of the Fifteenth.

was cursing and Williams and I were 
watching him when Conductor Wellman 
came up to him from the smoking car. 

“It seemed to us that Wellman was 
asking him for his seat check when 
all of a sudden Bethea made a grab at 
him. Then he suddenly pulled his gun 
and fired. The first shot struck Williams 
as he was sitting in his seat. He was 
killed instantly. 

“There were about twenty passengers 
in the car, and tney at once rushed in 
both directions for the door. I ran to the 
smoker and shouted: 

“Help! There’s 
here.”’ 

‘Not a single man responded, and I 
ran back. Bethea was shooting wildly 
about the car with a revolver eight inches 
long. Wellman seemed to be trying to 
close with him. Suddenly I saw him turn 
away and walk toward me. I could see 
he had been nit, and I said: ‘Are you 
hurt, Cap.?’ 

‘““*T’'m done for,’ he said, and with that 
he dropped. 

“Then Bethea made for the washroom 
and barricaded himself. As soon as we 
got to Wilmington we sent for the police. 
Policeman John O. Wiley came up just 
under the window and called to Bethea to 
Surrender. Bethea’s reply was to shoot 
through the two panes of glass. He hit 
the policeman in the right hand and thigh, 
and he dropped on the platform. Bethea 
began to fire wildly at people on the 
platform, and a colored boy, whose name 
I didn’t find out, was the next to drop. 

‘*“No one dared go near Bethea, but 
from both sides of the car a regular 
fusillade was kept up with revolvers, 
rifles, shot guns, and every kind of 
weapon the crowd that gathered, could 
find. Bethea was hit several times, and 
the car was ripped to pleces, but we 
could not dislodge the man. 

‘‘Then the fire department was sum- 
moned, and its high pressure stream was 
turned on the wash room. That drove 
Bethea out, and he made a dash for the 
platform. His hat was gone, his clothes 
were cut with bullets, he was bleeding 
from the face, and had been grazed in 
several other places. Still he was not 
conquered, but took his stand on the plat- 
form, blazing away in all directions at 
anyone he could see.

A circular of the War Department, 
signed by Secretary Dickinson and dated 
Dec. 11 last, cited the fact that the 
Standard Oil Company and the other 
concerns named in the decree of the Cir- 
cuit Court in the Standard Oil case had 
been adjudicated to be an unlawful trust, 
and forbade any purchasing agent of the 
department to buy supplies from any of 
the concerns named in the decree “or 
from any middleman or agent of any) 
such company or concern where it is 
known that such middleman or agént is 
acting for such unlawful concern.” 

By Circular 557, dated Jan. 25, 1910, the 
Isthmian Canal Commission invited bids 
for the annual supply of oils for the next 
year. The contract would run at ordinary 
prices, somewhere about $75,000. The in- 
vitation called for bids of 75,000 gallons 
of locomotive engine oil, 80,CO00 gallons of 
valve oil, 80,000 gallons of car oil, 20,000 
gallons of stationary engine oil, 25,000 gal- 
lons of marine engine oil, 12,000 gallons 
of air compressor cylinder oil, and 1,000 
gallons of gas engine oil. 

The bids were to be onened at 10:30 A. 
M. of Feb, 21 by Capt. F. C. Boggs, the 
general purchasing officer of the Canal 
Commission. But before the bids were 
received the War Department kad issued 
a second circular, under date of Feb 9, 
which provided that in accordance with 
an opinion of the Attorney General ths 
circular of Dec. 11 should not be so con- 
strued ‘‘as to forbid the purchase of 
goods made by such agit ne or corpora- 
ticns adjudicated to be party to an un- 
lawful trust from those who, bona fide 
and in their own right, have acquired the 
title to the same, and who are not mid- 
dlemen or agents for such persons or 
corporations.” 

When the bids were opened by Capt 
Boggs it was found that they were from a4 
dozen or more concerns, including Motley, 
Green & Co, of New York, and the Union 
Petroleum Company of Philadelphia. Mot- 
ley, Green & Co. submitted bids on two 
propositions, representing different grades 
of oil. One involved a total of about 
$64,000 and the other a total of about 
$110,000. The lower of these bids was 
the lowest submitted. The next lowest 
was from the Union Petroleum Company.

Last of the Trio of Ringleaders Joins 
Kiein and Wasson—Trials Begin 
Monday—Nine More Confess. 





PITTSBURG, Penn., March 23.—Nine 
more men appeared before Judge R. 8. 
I’razer to-day and confessed having taken 
money for their votes. After they had 
told all they knew of the Councilmanic 
graft conspiracy, sentence was suspended. 

Ex-President of Common Council Will- 











lam Brand, one of the ringleaders ac- 
cording to those who confessed, also made 
a statement to-day, which is in the hands 
of the District Attorney, and J. C. Was- 
son, who is in the penitentiary, made his 
expected confession to the Grand Jury. 
He went like a child during his recital, 
while John F. Klein, the arch-confessor, 
tried to soothe him. 

With complete statements from Brand, 
Wasson, and Klein, who were the princi- 
pals in the conspiracy, according to their 
own statements, it is said that the Dis- 
trict Attorney is ready to proceed against 
the bribegivers, and while no names are 
given out, Wasson’s statement is said to 
implicate some prominent men. The op- 
portunity voluntarily to confess, and re- 
ceive postponed sentences, or ‘‘ immuni- 
ty,’ has passed from those that have not 
come forward. Those that have been in- 
dicted will be brought to trial, and the 
first of these will start Monday. 

Already the District Attorney has dis- 


covered attempis to ‘‘fix’* jurors. To- 
day five men literally were yanked from 
the courtroom Yby county detectives. It 
is said they were busy with bribery 
money for jurors about the courthouse 
corridors. Each man was put through a 
severe examination, and arrestes are pre- 
dicted of a number of others known about 
the courthouse to be jury fixers. 


No indictments were handed down by! 


the Grand Jury to-day, although they 
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have sufficient evidence for true bills 
against more than half a hundred. hese 
will come along, according to the Assist- 
ant District Attorney, before the end of 
the week. ate 

Wasson, Klein, and William Brand are 
the men upon whom the District Attorney 
is relying for his final probe into munici- 
pal rottenness. What Brand may have 
told was not divulged, but Wasson and 
Klein, it is reported, completed an amaz- 
ing tale of small and large graft which 
made their auditors gasp. 

Wasson corroborated in the minutest 
particulars the story of ‘‘ Capt.’ Johnny 
Klein, according to District Attorney 
Bradley. His statement is said to name 
bankers and others connected with the 
passage of bank and street vacation ordi- 
nances, and also to cover what he knew 
of otrer shady transactions in Councils 
now being investigated by the District 
Attorney.

BERLIN, March 23.—An official com- 
munication made public to-day declares 


that there has been no change in the 
German naval programme providing for 
the earlier construction of the warships 
planned, as had_ been intimated by Regi- 
nald McKenna, First Lord of the British 
Admiralty.

BRITISH HAVE NO DOUBTS 





‘Chester Forwards Letter from Royal 
Geographical Society Expressing 
Satisfaction with Finding. 





Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, March 23.—Gen, A. W. 
Greely, the American arctic explorer, has 
written from Italy to Representative Al- 
len of Maine, correcting the impression 
that he Is opposed to recognition of Com- 
mander Robert E. Peary, the north pole 
discoverer, at the hands of Congress. 
The letter from Gen. Greely is as follows: 


I was disagreeably surprised to learn from 
an American newspaper that’some one had 
erroneously informed you that I had opposed 
before the Naval House Committees the rec- 
ognition by Congress of Peary’s brilliant 
and unique work. In fact, I have been in 
Europe since last Autumn, never heard of 
the proposition until disagreeable news- 
paper comment reached me, and, instead of 
opposing Peary’s recognition I am in favor 
a it in such form as Congress may think 

est. 

I may add that I should leave my European 
trip at once to return to America if the 
Naval Committee should judge that my 
opinion and service on a commission were 
considered desirable. 

While I have never received any Congres- 
sional recognition myself, I think it Is a 
soynd policy of encouragement to young 
Americans. 

I ask that on suitable occasion you set 
me right on this matter, for T am sure from 
our cordial relations when you were serving 
with that great man. Thomas B. Reed, that 
you would not intentionally misrepresent my 
attitude. 


Mr. Allen made Gen. Greely’s letter 
public to-day. It follows the defense. of 
Commander Peary before the House yes- 
terday by Representative Moore of Penn- 
sylvania, who submitted testimontals from 
Admiral George W. Melville, another 
arctic explorer, and from Rear Admiral 
Sigsbee, each of whom favored a square 
deal for the explorer. 


Mr. Moore has also added to the record 
laid before Congress a letter forwarded 
by Admiral Chester, who is now tin Tur- 
key, which he received from J. 8S. Keltie, 
| Secretary of the Royal Geographical So- 
| clety of London. In this Mr. Keltie says: 


We are all naturally very much interested 
in the report which you and your colleagues 
issued with reference to the Peary observa- 
tions. I am not surprised at the result. as 
I may say that here everybody had confi- 
dence in Peary’s honesty and competence. 
Of course, it is very difficult, as you know, 
to be sure of your observations at such a 
latitude with such a low sun, but I think 
that there can be no doubt that Peary got 
to the pole: or, as I think you reported, a 
little bevond it. We are looking forward to 
seeing Peary here some time at the end of 
April or the beginning of May.

Associations of Banks in Twenty 
Zones Would Be Represented 
by Directors in Central Board. 





COMMERCIAL MEN IN IT, TOO 





Safeguards Provided Against Loss of 
Control to Political Partisans or 
Financial Institutions. 


— 





Paul M. Warburg of the banking house 
of Kuhn, Loeb & Co., in an address be- 
fore the Finance Forum at the West Side 
Auditorium, 318 West Fifty-seventh Street, 
last night, outlined a plan for a central 
banking institution for the United States, 
which, owing to its incorporation of the 
best features of existing methods and its 
skillful adoption and adaptation to Amer- 
ican conditions of essential features of 
the central banks of Europe, has already 
engaged the serious attention of bankers 
and business men. In submitting his sug- 
gestion Mr. Warburg expressed the belief 
that progress could only be made by 
suggesting a tangible plan for the much- 
discussed central bank, so that those un- 
familiar with it might become acquaint- 
ed with the actual workings of such an 
institution, while critics would be forced 
to specific and well defined objections, 
which might lead to definite results. Con- 
tinuing Mr. Warburg said: 

‘“‘Let us assume that a United Reserve 
Bank of the United States will be estab- 
lished in Washington with a capi | 

as ‘ apital of 
$100,000,000, fully paid. Let us assume 
that the United States will .be divided 
into, let us say, twenty zones of opera- 
tion, similar to the Currency Association 
districts, as now proposed by the Aldrich- 
Vreeland measure, each zone of operation 
to contain a voluntary association of 
banks grouped around a certain financial! 
and commercial centre, in accordance 
with a plan to be worked out in detail. 
To form the operating associations, which 
we shall call banking associations, the 
banks within each zone should have the 
privilege of appointing from their own 
number a Board of Directors, who in turn 
may appoint a President or Managing Di- 
rector of the association. Certain mis- 
takes which crept into the Aldrich-Vree- 
land bill must be avoided. The measure 
should be drafted so as to permit a bank 
to withdraw from the association at will, 
to restrict the obligations of each bank 
to certain transactions, in each case care- 
fully examined and approved by the as- 
sociations, and also to enable the asso- 
cCilations, with the approval of the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury, to group themselves 
into subdivisions. One might simplify the 
formation of these associations by mak- 
ing them stock companies, each bank 
within a zone of operations having the 
privilege to subscribe its pro rata share, 
according to its capital and surplus. 


Protecting Commercial Interests. 


“‘In order that the Board of Directors 
of the United Reserve Bank in Wash- 
ington may be thoroughly representative 


of the various interests and districts of the 


country, that it may be non-political, 
non-partisan, and non-sectional. a cer- 
tain number of the Directors, sav three- 
tifths, should be appointed by the Bank- 
ing Association, a further number should 
be elected by the stockholders. while 
the Secretary of the Treasury, the Con- 
troller of the Currency, the Treasurer 
of the United States, and some others to 
be nominated by them, should fill out the 
remainder of the board. It might be 
advisable to provide that no Director, ex- 
cepting the ex officio members. should 
serve more than a certain number of 
years in succession. 

‘“In order that commercial interests be 
adequately represented, the provision 
might be made that the members to be 
appointed by the stockholders should not 
be bank or trust company Presidents, 
and that these members should be elected 
preferentially from the class of merchants 
and mannfacturers. One would then have 
a mixed board, of which 60 per cent. would 
be bankers, appointed by the Banking 
Association, while the remaining 40 per 
cent. would be made up one-half by the 
commercial classes, elected by the stock- 
holders, and one-half by the ex officio 
members of the Government and the ad- 
ditional members whom they might ap- 
point, 

‘This board should have the right to 
elect one or two Governors of the (United 
Reserve Bank. who would be salaried 
officers, and who would be appointed, 
like other bank Presidents, for an indefi- 
nite time, irrespective of which political 
party would be in power, and who would 
remain in office as long as they rendered 
satisfactory service. 

‘The share capital of the United 
serve Bank could be divided among the 
banks cf the country under a fair plan 
of apportionment, or the stock could be 
sold broadcast to the public. The divi- 
dends on the stock should be limited to, 
let us say, 4 per cent. Any profit in 
excess Of this should go to the Govern- 
ment. A provision, that no one _ stock- 
holder will be allowed to have more than 
a certain number of votes, should be 
inserted. 

The Business of the Bank. 

“The business that the United Reserve 
Bank should bé allowed to perform should 
be as follows: 

*(1) The United Reserve Bank may ac- 
cept deposits free of interest (and free ot 
interest only) and only from the Govern- 
ment of the United States and from the 
members of the banking associations. 
Deposits with the United Reserve Bank 
may be counted as cash by the banks and 
trust companies making such deposits. 

“(2) The United Reserve Bank may 
buy from members of the banking asso- 
ciations, at a discount rate to be pub- 
lished from time to time, commercial 
paper having to run no longer than twen- 
ty-eight days, and having been issued at 
least thirty days before the date of be- 
ing rediscounted; the aggregate amount 
which the United Reserve Bank should 
have the privilege of buying from each 
member would have to be restricted to a 
certain proportion to the unimpaired cap- 
ital and surplus of each bank, and the 
aggregate amount issued by one issuer of 
commercial paper to a member of the 
banking association and rediscounted by 
the same with the United Reserve Bank, 
would also have to be limited to a certain 
proportion of the unimpaired capital and 
surplus of such member. 

‘““(3) The United Reserve Bank should 
have the privilege of buying from member 
banks, at a discount rate to be published 
from time to time, commercial paper hav- 
ing more than twenty-eight days to run, 
but in any case less than ninety 


Re- 


counted by the United Reserve Bank from 
each member, and the aggregate amount 
admissible from individual] makers of 
notes would have to be restricted on the 
same lines as under 2)—such paper, how- 
ever, could only be discounted by the 
United Reserve Bank with the indorse- 
ment or guarantee of the banking asso- 
ciation to which such member would be- 
long.* 

(4) The United Reserve Bank should 
have the privilege to buy, at a discount 
rate to be published from time to time, 
paper having no more than ninety days 
to run, drawn by a commercial firm on 
and accepted by a bank, trust company 
or banker, and indorsed by a bank, trust 
company or banker. One of these signa- 
tures must be that of a member of the 
banking association. (Limits as to 
amounts of acceptances admissible from 
time to time for discount with the United 
Reserve Bank would have to be fixed by 
the Central Board.)f 

Should Have Some Privileges, 

**(5) The United Reserve Bank should 
have the privilege to buy bills on Eng- 
land, France, Germany, (and such other 
countries as may be decided upon by the 
Central Board, having a maximum ma- 
turity of ninety days, such bills to have 
one commercial signature, being drawn 
on and accepted by a well-known foreign 
banking house and incorsed by members 
of the banking associations or bankers 
ir good standing. The United Reserve 
Bank may resell] all bills that it may buy 
and do all things necessary for their col- 
lection. 

**(6) The United Reserve 
be privileged to deal in bullion, and con- 
tract for advances of bullion and give 
security therefor and pay interest on such 
advances. 

(7) The United Reserve Bunk 
have the right to purchase and

Each branch 
office would have a local board, which 
might be constituted by the Board of 
Managers of the banking association of 
such city, to which some members of the 
commercial classes might be added, to 
be appointed by the head office in Wash- 
ington. This local board would supervise 
the business of the branch office, and it 
would elect the salaried President of such 
branch office, subject to the approval of 
the head office in Washington. 

‘*(10) The United Reserve Bank should 
have the privilege to request banks or 
trust companies desirous of availing 
themselves of its services, to keep with 
the United Reserve Bank or its branches 
a cash balance commensurate with the 
scope of the business done by such mem- 

er. The United Reserve Bank would 
have the privilege, at the request of a 
member or members, to transfer sums of 
money from the account of one member 
to that of the other. 

“(11.) The United Reserve Bank and 
its branches should have the privilege of 
joining the Clearing House Associations 
of the various cities, where the head of- 
fice or the branches should be located. 


No Danger of Losing Control. 


Having thus outlined the working or- 
ganization of the United Reserve Bank, 
Mr. Warburg went on to discuss the insti- 


tution as regards safety and effective- 
ness. 

Referring to the criticism that a central 
institution of this kind would be subject 
to political or financial control, he as- 
serted that this could be met by a pro- 
vision compelling the division of the stock 
among all the banks, but that even with- 
out such a provision the control feared 
would be impossible because the acqui- 
sition of all the bank’s stock by one man 
or group of men would carry only the 
right to appoint a hopeless minority of 
its Directors, while the arrangement by 
which all the bank's earnings over 4 per 
cent, should go to the Government wou 
make unprofitable controlled ownership 
of the stock. 

In taking up the question of the effect- 
iveness of the bank, Mr, Warburg dwelt 
at some length upon the duties of such 
an institution and the method by wh: 
these duties were accomplished in the 
proposed bank. Its foremost duty, he 
said, was to maintain the proper propor- 
tion between actual cash reserve and all 
demand obligatioOns of the Nation which 
are payable in cash, but of which the 
majority are habitually paid by exchange 
of credits. This duty is twofold, com- 
prising the protection of the country’s 
gold holdings and the establishment and 
maintenance of a perfect system Ol 
eredits so that cash credits may be so 
readily changed into cash,that cash itself 
will seldom if ever be Wanted at such 
times as have in the past produced hoard- 
ing of money. ‘To illustrate the way in 
which the Central Bank accomplishes this 
result, Mr. Warburg pictured an Orl- 
ental town where the Mayor distributes 
the available water by giving a pailful 
to each house owner, none of whom ina 
thunder storm is willing to release his 
pailful to help out a neighbor whose 
house has been fired by lightning. Our 
water supply, he said, is divided into 
18,000 pails, that being the number of 
banks in the country. The Central Bank 
would act simply as a reservoir where 
every idle dollar is gathered In and made 
to answer to real demands py a system 
of mains conducting to the points where 
money may be needed. By means of the 
discount system, a full study of which as 
existing in Europe has been made by Mr. 
Warburg for Monetary Commission 
and by it published, the general banks 
may in case of need rediscount thefr bills 
with the Central Bank. The Central 
Bank can replenish its supply by in- 
creasing the discount rate, withdrawing 
from new investments, and, incidental to 
rate increase, by attracting foreign 
money. 

An elastic note issue, that is the power 
to issue, while not a fundamental factor 
in the plan, would create an auxiliary 
reservoir, said Mr. Warburg. The Cen- 
tral Bank system becomes safer by the 
acdition, because the fear of reaching 
the end of the tether need not be s0 
creat, while incidentally the necessity for 
changing the discount rate often and 
drasticaliv is reduced. Essential to the 
production of the results indicated is the 
ability of the general banks to rediscount 
with the Central Bank the promissory 
notes which, under our present system, 
are practically unsaleable. Mr. Warburg 
suggested that the bank should be per- 
mitted to take bills having not more 
than twenty-eight days to run. direct 
from members of the Banking Association 
without guarantee of the Banking Assocla- 
tion itself, because, he said, a study of 
the German Bank and French Bank dis- 
eounts as of Dec. 31, 1908, shows that the 
average duration of all the German Bank 
bills is thirty-four days, and of the 
French Bank bills twenty-four days. 
Short bills carry small risks, and the 
rule permitting the Central Bank to take 
them would lead to no abuse of the 
privilege, since no general bank or its cus- 
tomers would dare to enter into extensive 
commitments on the strength of an ad- 
vance of twenty-eight days, at the end 
of which the Central Bank might adopt 
a policy of retrenchment. Mr. Warburg 
estimated that this rule would enable 
the general banks to turn into cash at 
onee one-third of the bills discounted by 
them. 

There would thus be one rate at which 
branches of the United Reserve Bank in 
Banking Association cities would take 
short bills directly from members; one 
rate, possibly the same, at which they 
would take longer bills from members 
with the guarantee of the association, ana 
a third rate, which would be fixed on 
private discounts, at which the United 
Reserve Bank would take ninety or 
sixtv-day bills, offered by commercial 
firms and accepted or indorsed by at 
least two banks or banking institutions, 
one of which should be a member Of a 
banking association. The last named bill 
would build up the foreign trade of the 
l’nited States by financing its purchases 
at home rather than in London, Parts, 
or Berlin, and the safeguards thrown 
around it are more stringent than those 
adopted by any European central bank. 
The remaining phase of United Reserve 
sank activity would be its right to buy 
foreign bills of exchange having not over 
ninety days to run. These would enable 
it to employ its idle funds abroad and 
accumulate an interest bearing gold re- 
serve: for foreign bills are available both 
for the purpose of drawing gold from for- 
eign countries and for warding off with- 
drawals of gold. 


Respecting Government Bonds. 

As regards outstanding Government 
bonds and note issues against them Mr. 
Warbure suggested that they presented 
no real obstacle to the adoption of the 


United Reserve Bank plan. One way to 
deal with them he suggested might be by 
inverse conversion, or the withdrawal of 
the existing note-issuing power with sim- 
ultaneous conversion of the bonds into 
others bearing a higher rate of interest. 

Referring to general criticism of the 
Central Bank idea, including the argu- 
ments of Victor Morawetz and Prof. O. 
H. W. Sprague, Mr. Warburg debated the 
conclusions reached by these investigat- 
ors, and in closing quoted Lincoln’s plat- 
form in his first political speech contain- 
ing the expression of belief 
‘“‘I'nited States Bank: ”’ 

“Tt is seventy-seven years ago,”’ con- 
cluded Mr. Warburg, ‘‘that this simple 
man from the woods with his never-fail- 
ing instinct laid down this remarkable 
programme of which only one _ single 
part, ‘a T'nited States Bank,’ has not yet 
been carried out. Let us hope that it 
will be the pride of our generation to have 
achieved this step in the onward march 
of the United States.’’

MINOR’S MARRIAGE NOT VOID. 


Merely Voidable and Is Valid Till An- 
nulment, City Counsel Rules. 


Corporation Counsel Watson gave an 
Opinion yesterday on the question of the 
issuance of marriage licenses to minors, 
brought up by the recent decision of 
the Appellate Division of the Supreme 
Court which deciared that the mere fact 
that one of the contracting parties was 
& minor was sufficient ground for an 
application for annulment. Mr. Watson 
holds that the court ruling does not 
necessarily mean that all marriages of 
minors are illegal. 

©n receipt of the opinion City Clerk 
Scully issued the first license to a minor 
since March 12, the day after the de- 
cision was handed down. The bridal pair 
were Martha Marion Bohnig, 17, of 233 
East Eightieth Street, and Samuel Mor- 
rell Hensler, 23, of 83 Barron Street. The 
parents of the young people accompanied 
them to City Hall. 

The Corporation Counsel said: 

‘‘“The marriage of minors who marry 
with the consent of their parents or 
guardians is not void, but voidable only, 
and is expressly declared to be valid 
until annulment by a competent court.”’

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WHAT ARE MR. TAFT’S POLICIE§? 

Can anybody tell, either offhand or 
after deliberation, in what way Mr. 
TarFt’s policies differ from Mr. Rooss- 
VELT’S policies? President RoosrpvELT 
belabored the corporations. Is not 
President Tart doing that, too? The 
activities of the Department of Justice 
in prosecuting suits under the Anti- 
Trust act are as persistent and zealous 
as they were during Mr. ROoOOSEVELT’S 
term, and they are quite as disturbing 
to the business of the country. Mr. 
ROOSEVELT desired to bring the cor- 
porations under stricter Federal con- 
trol. That has been Mr. TaFrt’s policy. 
He and his Attorney General devised 
a National Incorporation bill, the ulti- 
mate expression of centralized control. 
The bill is dead, or dying, but respon- 
sibility for that rests with Congress. 
Mr. TarTr advocated, caused to 
drafted, and was largely influential in 
having passed a corporation tax law, 
tor which the avowed object is the giv- 
ing of more power to the Federal arm.

So what difference is 
there in that respect between President 
Obviously 
there is a difference, and it must be 
grave, for Mr. ROOSEVELT grew more 
popular the longer he held office, while 
within a year Mr. Tarr has unques- 
tionably lost much of his popularity 
in the country. Is it because he has 
attempted an impossible thing, or, 
rather, has attempted two altogether iIn- 
compatible things? He has tried to 
please the West by harassing the cor- 
porations; he has tried to please the 
East by his assent to. and defense of 
the Payne-Aldrich tariff.

THE ASSAULT ON THE CITY HALL. 

From a pamphlet entitled “* The Pres- 
ervation of the Historic City Hall of 
New York,’ being a letter of the Hon. 
ANDREW H. GREEN addressed in Febru- 
1894, to the Commissioners ap- 
pointed to choose a site for a new mu- 
nicipal building, this 
text: 








we reproduce 


IT agree that the vicinity of the City 
Hall Park, somewhere north of 
Chambers Street, between Broadway 
and Chatham Street, would be a proper 
place for the erection of a building 
adequate for all municipal purposes. 
Let the required land be purchased for 
it. To object to the cost of it seems 
trifling with the public intelligence. 


The proposal was then to remove the

Mr. GREEN said prophetically: 


The city has been within a couple 
of years spending nearly a mililion to 
provide open ground within a stone's 
throw of the City Hall Park, and now 
it is proposed practically to close that 
already existing and greatly used and 
needed. The great business congestion 
in the neighborhood of the City Hall 
is to be aggravated by the need for 
more room fur the throngs that cross 
the Brooklyn Bridge and for the in- 
creased traffic by the widening of Elm 
Street. Space—open space—is what is 
needed. The proposed new structure 
practically closes the City Hall Park, 
leaving scarcely a square rod of green. 


Now it is proposed not to demolish 
the City Hall, but to overshadow and 
spoil its fine effect with the mammoth 
new County Court House, to be set 
upon one-half of the park. Mr. GREEN 
thus sketched the history of this ten- 
dency of encroachment: 


While several iarge areas have been 
acquired by the city for parks, it Is 
interesting to look at the map of the 
city as devised by the Commissioners 
who prepared it under the act of 1807. 
On it were shown many small open 
squares. As the city advanced in pop- 
ulation, buildings of a more or less 
public character were required, and 
several of these open spaces were 
seized and appropriated. For instance, 
the erection of the County Court 
House and the Post Office in the City 
Hall Park, and the proposed appropri- 
ation of other portions of this park. 


That was sixteen years ago. The 
assault upon the City Hall and upon 
City Hall Park which Mr. GREEN and 
many other public-spirited citizens of 
his day repelled is renewed to-day.

The 
prospect would be fairly clear were it 
not for the obstinacy of one faction of 
the Conservatives {n pressing the issue 
of protection. This issue must obscure 
and confuse the other and render the 
result relatively uncertain. Whatever 
the outcome may be, however, it is an 
act of heroic wisdom and self-control 
for the leaders of the ancient and 
splendid House on their own motton 
almost unanimously to surrender a sec- 
ular privilege in the interest of the 
peace and progress of the empire. In 
this movement the greatest credit be- 
longs to Lord RosgesEery, who has 
shown lofty patriotism and statesman- 
like breadth of view which distinguish 
him from the greater number of public 
men in his own country. Should the 
issue be happy, it would be a worthy 
crowning of a long and _ honorable 
career.

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A PECULIAR PSYCHOLOGY. 

A bill now before the Legislature em- 
powering the Governor te appoint a 
commission to inquire into the extent 
and methods of experimenting upon 
animals in the medical laboratories of 
this State seems, in its terms, quite tea- 
sonable. Should the proposed commis- 
sion be established, the directors of the 
laboratories throughout the State will, 
no doubt, place every facility at its dis- 
posal for learning the exact details of 
procedure in their experiments. But 
no one should be misled into belleving 
that this would act to silence the out- 
cry of the anti-vivisectionists. 

The American anti-vivisectionists are 
following the example of their British 
prototypes. The English agitators 
obtained the appointment of a Royal 
Commission in 1875. After exhaust- 
ive hearings and inspections the com- 
mission found no material abuse. 
But owing to the inflamed: state of 
the public mind and the attitude of 
many members of the medical profes- 
Sion, who at that early date did not ap- 
preciate the importance of the experi- 
mental method, it was deemed wise to 
recommend a restrictive law, and the 
calamitous measure of 1876 was passed. 
Under its provisions the cure of that 
agonizing human disease, cerebro-spinal 
meningitis, could 
worked out. 

For thirty years the British agita- 
tion, stimulated, not moderated, by the 
report of the Royal Commission, raged 
with violence. In 1906 a second investi- 
gation was demanded. Again a Royal 
Commission was created, taking testi- 
mony and a half. This 
demonstrated a second time that scien- 
tific experimenters do not employ cruel 
methods. The testimony published in 
advance of its final report is over- 
whelmingly in favor of the doctors.

ished. The Eddyites claim to have cured 
an occasional cancer, but of Course the 
claim is false, and they have never done 
so in a single instance. Cancers have 
been removed by the thousands, not in- 
frequently without recurrence, and there 
are trustworthy reports of some—they are 
lamentably few—which for reasons as yet 
unknown have seemingly cured them- 
selves after all hope of improvement had 
been abandoned. But the idea that the 
incantations of Eddyism ever had any ef- 
fect on one is too preposterous for enter- 
tainment by sane minds. 

Why Mr. MauGHam waited until after 
his wife was dead before throwing the 
‘‘healers’’ out of his apartments is only 
half comprehensible, since he had him- 
self apparently long since lost such little 
faith in their sorcery as he may ever have 
possessed.

UNIFORM BILL PASSES HOUSE. | 


Hobson’s Measure Forbids Theatres to 
Bar Wearers of Army or Navy Garb. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, March 238.—The House 
to-day, practically by unanimous vote, 
passed the Hobson bill making any dis- 
crimination against the uniforms of the 
naval or military service by theatres in 
the District of Columbia, the territories 
or the insular possessions of the United 
States, a misdemeanor, punishable by a 
$1,000 fine or two years’ imprisonment or 
both. 

Representative Sims moved to amend 
the bill so that it would protest only 
“white wearers of the uniform.’ He 
was afraid, he said, that some disorderly 
colored soldier would demand admission 
to a theatre. Mr. Hobson begged Mr. 
Sims ‘for the sake of the section from 
which we both come—the South—to with- 
draw the amendment.” The bill as 
drawn, explained Mr. Hobson, referred 
to discriminations solely because of the 
uniform, and did not apply to rules of 
theatres against objectionable persons 
otherwise. Mr. Sims read the bill over 
again carefully, and withdrew the amend- 
ment, 

‘‘We want to teach the soldier and 
sailor that the Nation is behind his uni- 
form,’’ said Mr. Hobson. ‘' The time has 
passed when the recruit is a wharf-front 
rowdy. They are drawn from the best 
young men of the country, fresh fromthe

Representatives Hull of Iowa, Keifer of 


Ohio, and Dawson of lowa also spoke in 
favor of the bill. Mr: Keifer had passed 
an amendment that provisions of the 
measure should apply to all those who 
“rightfully and lawfully wear the uni- 
form of either the army, navy, or ma- 
rine corps.”’

SENATE VOTE TO SAVE SEALS. 


Passes Bill Terminating System of 
Leasing Privileges on Pribylof Islands. 


WASHINGTON, March —The bill 
terminating the present lease of fur kill- 
ing privileges on the Pribylof Islands in 
the Pacific, and authorizing the Secretary 
of Commerce and Labor to declare a 
closed season on thé islands, was passed 
by the Senate to-day. 

In presenting the bill from the Com- 
mittee on Conservation of National Re- 
sources, Senator Dixon of Montana ex- 
plained the existing law requiring the 
leasing of the sealing privilege, and 
said immediate action was necessary be- 
cause of the fact that the lease expires 
next month. He said that the herd had 
diminished from 4,500,000 in 1867, when 
the United States acquired the islands, 
to fewer than 100,000 at the present time, 
and that it was the opinion of experts 
that unless the seals were protected 
they would be entirely exterminafed 
within two or three years. 

On motion of Senator Root, the bill 
was so amended as to make the disposi- 
tion of seal skins subject to any treaty 
governing the question which may be 
negotiated in the future. While favoring 
the passage of the bill, Mr. Root con- 
tended that the cessation of pelagic seal- 
ing also was necessary to the preservation 
of the seal herd. A treaty is pending to 
this end. 


FOR APPALACHIAN RESERVES. 


House Committee on Agriculture Re- 
ports Favorably to Acquire Watersheds 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, March 23.—After ex- 
tended hearings the House Committee on 
Agriculture to-day, by a vote of 10 to 7, 
ordered a favorable report on the Weeks 
bill creating the White Mountain and 
Appalachian forest reserves. An agita- 
tion for the setting aside of these re- 
serves has been going on in Congress for 
several years. The divided committee 
vote to-day, however, indicates that there 
will be the usual opposition when the 
bill reaches the floor of the House. 

The bill sets aside $9,000,000 to be ex- 
pended within the next five years for 
the acquirement of watersheds on the 
“Shavigable streams of the White Mountain 
and Appalachian regions. The sum of 
$200,000 per year is appropriated for pro- 
tection against fire in the reserves. 

The ten members voting in favor of the 
bill in the committee were Cosk of New 
‘ork, Cole of Ohio, McLaughlin of Michi- 
gan, Hanna of North Dakota, Pratt of 
Pennsylvania, Lamb of Virginia, Lee of 
Georgia, Lever of South Carolina, Mc- 
Dermott of Illinois, and Plumley of Ver- 
mont. 

Those opposing a favorable report in- 
cluded Chairman Scott of Kansas, Hawley 
of Washington, Howell of Utah, Chap- 
man of Illinois, Rucker of Missouri, Beall 
of Missouri, and Haughen of lowa. 


TO ABOLISH CIRCUIT COURTS. 


Moon Bill Taking Away Original Juris- 
diction of Judges Reported tc House. 


WASHINGTON, March 23.—Represent- 
ative Moon of Pennsylvania, Chairman of 
the House Committee on Revision of 
Laws, to-day favorably reported his bill 
which abolishes the Circuit Courts of the 
United States in so far as the original 
jurisdiction of those courts extends. 

The bill would have the effect of doing 
away with the separate sets of court at- 
tachés maintained by the Cireuit and 
District Courts of the United States, and 
would save about $250,000. The Circuit 
Court Judges would be confined entirely 
to work of appellate jurisdiction. 

“This reorganization of the courts.” 
says the report of Mr. Moon, * will sub- 
stitute for the present cumbersome, im- 
practicable, confusing, and expensive ju- 
dicial system a concrete, elastic, and 
logical one.’’

Special to The New York 
WASHINGTON, March 23.—Following 
patriotic «“‘dresses by various members 
of the House, the Loud bill. in substitute 
form, providing for the raising of the 
wreck of the battleship Maine in Havana 
Harbor, passed the House this afternoon. 
In its reconstructed shape it provides 
that the sum of $100,000, instead of $500.-

rection of the armv engineers rather 
than through contract by the Navy De- 
partment. 

The mast of the sunken saip is to be 
brought to Arlington National Cemetery, 
and placed above the resting place of the 
dead who went down with the Maine and 
who are to be brought here.

A dozen characters figure in Henri 
Bernstein’s play, ‘‘ Baccarat,” acted un- 
der the title of ‘‘The Whirlwind,” at 
Daly’s Theatre last night. Of these all 
but three serve to cloud the main action 
during the opening act, and then prac- 
tically cease to exist so far as the drama 
is concerned. One of them, the husband 
of the heroine, whose tragedy the story 
really is, has but one entrance, with pos- 
sibly half a dozen lines to speak, and 
then disappears completely. But, then, in 
the scheme of such a story what does the 
husband matter? It is a very queer so- 
ciety, and a very peculiar code of morals 
to which M. Bernstein introduces us. 

The wife has the familiar excuse, of 
course. She has married against her will 
aman she does not love. And not a sug- 
gestion of remorse at deceiving him. 
But, oh! the horror of having given her- 
self to a quondam suitor as the last hope 
of saving her present lover from dis- 
grace. How can she tell him what she 
has done; how explain to him the sac- 
rifice made to save his honor? His honor, 
her dishonor—verily, words take on 
strange meanings in this type of yellow 
drama. 

M. Bernstein written better plays 
tnan this, plays with fresher motives, less 
obvious in workmanship, less patently 
theatrical, though at his best he is of the 
theatre always. But his formula here is 
practically the same as in the other plays.

drama does not recognize. And the 
playwright is cunning enough in fishing 
for his sympathy. 

The husband you barely see, the lover 
is an aristocrat to his delicate finger 
tips—and does not everybody worship the 
aristocrat?—the deceiving wife's father is 
not a man of birth, but an upstart in so- 
ciety, who thinks overmuch of keeping 
his new escutcheon clean. And so, when. 
in the best scene of the play, the daugh- 
ter confesses to her father that she ig 
guilty, that he must lend her 600,000f. to 
save her lover from ¢cisgrace, when he 
1éfuses und she promises him a gon 
scandal, he has to yield in order to keep 
the family name from being tarnished.

PATERSON, N. J., March 28.—Rear Ad- 
miral James Entwistle, U. S. N., retired, 
died at his home in this city to-day after 
a short illness. He was born here in 1857, 
and was educated at the local schools. 
He entered the United States Navy at the 
outbreak of the eivil war, being placed 
in the engineers’ service. 

Rear Admiral Entwistle’s first sea ser- 
vice was on board the gunboat Aroostook 
in the Western Gulf Squadron under Far- 
ragut. He afit@érward served on twenty- 
one vessels of the navy, having been sta- 
tioned at different times in all parts of 
the world. He was on board the Ashuelot 
when that ship was wrecked in Chinese 
waters, in 1883. He was Inspector of 
Machinery at the Bath (Maine) Iron 
Works from 1880 to 1895, while the con- 
struction of the harbor defense ram Ka- 
tahdin was going on. The _ gunboats 
Machias and Castine were also buiit at 
the Bath works while he was in charge. 

After leaving the Bath Iron Works Ad- 
miral Entwistle was assistant to the 
yeneral Inspector at the Morgan Iron 
Works in New York while the ships, At- 
Boston, Chicago, and Dolphin were 
He joined ‘the Asiatic Squad- 
Yokohama in 1897. 

During the Spanish war Admiral] Ent- 
wistle especially distinguished himself 
in several of the important battles on the 


sea. He participated in the battle in 
Manila Harbor on May 1, 1898, and was 
highly commended for his gallant work 
by Admiral Dewey. The Dewey Meda! 
was afterward awarded him, and he was 
recommended by the Secretary of the 
Navy and a Board of Officers for advance 
for his meritorious service at the battle.

PUBLICITY CLAUSE 


Would Permit Publication of Cor- 
poration Returns Only by 
the President’s Order.

Committee Takes Taft’s Hint to This 
Effect and Nullifies Publicity Feat- 
ure of the Corporation Tax.

WASHINGTON, March 23.—The Legis- 
lative, Executive, and Judicial Appropria- 
tion bill, as reported to the Senate to-day 
by Senator Hale for the Committee on Ap- 
propriations, contains a proviso that prac- 
tically repeals the publicity feature in the 
corporation tax section of the > pe veces: 
rich Tariff act. 


It will be recalled that in Seana the 
corporation tax amendment before Con- 
gress Jlast Summer the President's chief 
reason for advocating the measure, as ex- 
plained by himself, was to secure public 
ity of corporation activities. Since then, 


by his own ruling, he has held that no 
money is available for making the rec- 
ords public. Acting on his hint the Sen- 
ate Committee, in voting out an appro- 
priation for the filing of the records, spec- 
ifies that money shall not be used for 
permitting inspection of the records of 
corporations unless the President especial- 
ly orders it. 

The proviso inserted in the appropria- 
tion bill nullifying the original statute is 
as follows: 


Provided, That the reports required by 
Section 38 of said act shall only be made 
public upon the order of the President when 
it is deemed for the public interest, and that 
the Secretary of the Treasury shall fox- 
mulate rules and regulations for classifying, 
indexing, and exhibiting said reports or any 
information therefrom; which said rules and 
regulations shall be approved by the Presi- 
dent. 

The leaders in Congress who fought 
against the publicity feature of the tax 
last year have shown great craftiness in 
selecting the stage in the progress of the 
pending bill for inserting the_ effective 
proviso. Had it been inserted by the 
«House committee the proviso would have 
been ruled out as new legislation. In the 

Senate it is thouzht that the proviso can 
ee Out Only by a vote of that

LATEST CUSTOMS RULINGS. 


Assistant Secretaries of the Treasury 
May Act for the Secretary. 


Judge Holland in the United States Cir. 
cuit Court has decided adversely to the 
Franklin Sugar Refining Company a con- 
tention arising under the acts of 1894 and 
1897. The question at issue between the im- 
porters and the Government was whether 
W.B. Howell, then Assistant Secretary ofthe 
Treasury, was within his rights in order- 
ing the collection of a countervailing duty 
on sugar imported by the protestant from 
Germany. The circular issued by Mr. 
Howell authorized the collection of a 
countervailing duty equal to the amount 
of bounty paid by Germany on raw sugar. 
The Assistant Secretary’s circular fixed 
the countervailing duty at 2.50 marks pe~ 


hundred kilos. The importers claimed that 
this countervailing duty was excessive 
and should not exceed 2.40 marks, in ac- 
cordance with a subsequent circular issued 
June 20, 1899, and signed by the Secretary 
himself. 

In overruling the claim of the sugar 
company that the Assistant Secretary had 
no right to issue the circular direeting the 
levy of the countervailing duty, Judge 
Holland points out that the Secretary of 
the Treasury authorized to prescribe 
the duties to be nerformed by the Assist- 
ant Secretaries. The First Assistant is re- 
quired ‘‘in case of the death, resignation, 
or absence of the head of any department 
to perform his duties.’’ The court says !3t 
is clear from the provision of the Revised 
Statutes that the Secretary the Treas- 
ury could require the Secret; ary 
“to ascertain. determine, and declare 
the amount of the bounties which Ger- 
many paid on sugars at the time, and to 
fix the amount to be collected on impor- 
tations from that country. 

Judge Holland is unable to agree with 
the importer that the Treasury Depar-- 
ment was not in possession of sufficient 
information to declare amount of 
countervailing duty collected. 
The court does not think that the evi- 
dence shows that the Assistant Secretary 
was wrong in fixing the amount of bounty 
to be collected at ¥.50 marks per hundred 
kilos. 

The fact that the Secretary himself 
later on issued a circular fixing the coun- 
tervailing duty at a different. rate from 
that set by the Assistant Secretary does 
not invalidate the Assi Stant’s action, be- 
cause, as the court points out, it is the 
province of the Sec retary of the Treasury 
under the Tariff act ‘‘ from time to time 
to ascertain, determine, and declare” the 
amount of the bounties granted. The 
claims of the sugar company are accord- 
ingly overruled.
